The fair int-nt and pur- 
pose of that measure are well remem- 
bered, and its success in settling peace- 
ably and legally the question at issue 
ia admitted. 
Had Judge Davis gone 


into the electoral commission, instead 
of being elected to the Senate by the 
too eager Democrats, the result might 
have been different, although the wis- 
dom of the decision of the electoral 
commission, denying to itself any power 
to go behind the returns of States, will 
without doubt be vindicated in history.
